Continuation of 2. NOTE: The claims, if amended as proposed, would not avoid any of the rejections set forth in the last Office action, 
and thus the amendment would not place the case in condition for allowance or in better condition for appeal. Applicant asserts that 
Dubrul fails to teach a polymer jacket comprising a shape memory polymer. However the Examiner disagrees. The polymer jacket as 
disclosed by Dubrul has a coiled configuration (Col. 3, lines 35 - 39). The polymer jacket then assumes a straitened configuration (Col. 
3, lines 39 - 44). The polymer jacket then again assumes a coiled configuration (Col. 3, lines 1 1 - 22). Because the polymer has one . 
configuration, transforms to another and then again assumes the first configuration, it is considered to be a shape memory polymer. 
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
